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Hospital dedicates 
mental health unit 


San Antonio Community Hospital 
last week dedicated its new mental 
health unit designed especially for 
the treatment of mental illness. 

The expansion provided facilities 
for 40-50 day-treatment patients and 
32 in-patients, which will increase to 
50 when the final stage of 
construction is complete. 

The unit uses an open-plan 
concept of two-patient bedrooms 
around an open conversation-living 
area with confortable furniture, 
planters, a skylight, and bright 
paintings on the walls. 

Since patients are ambulatory 
much of the unit looks like an extra- 
large home or dormitory with 
confortable home or hotel-type 
furniture and carpeting. 

The unit includes a relaxed dining 
area with a tree and skylight as 
focal point; occupational therapy 
facilities for weaving, 
woodworking, and other skills; a 
recreation area equipped with 
weights, games and a’ pooi table; 
and a patio and garden area. 

The unit also includes a security 
area for more disturbed patients. 

Both in-patients and day- 
treatment patients participate in a 
variety of programs including 
recreational therapy, occupationai 


therapy, physical therapy, 
biofeedback, psychodrama, 
hypnosis, chemotherapy, and group 
and individual therapy. 

In-patients also participate in 
recreational field trips into local 
communities. Special facilities for 
in-patients include laundry and 
hairdressing facilities as well as 
television and music rooms. 

Day-treatment programs provide 
therapy for people, aged 18-80 years, 
who live at home in apartments, or 
in board-and-care facilities 
throughout the West End. They 
commute to the unit on a regular 
basis for therapy. 

The day-treatment program 
provides a bridge for people who no 
longer require full-time 
hospitalization but are not yet ready 
for complete independence. 

Others assisted through the day- 
treatment program are people who 
are reorganizing their lives after 
tragedy such as loss of a job or 
divorce, or are adjusting to 
limitations imposed by physical 
accidents. 

The advantage of day-treatment is 
that people can work to solve their 
problems within their own 
communities according to the staff.

Everyday people focus of 


By Lynne Locke 

The study of history should focus 
on the lives of everyday people as 
well as great people and important 
events, according to Jacqueline 
Browning who has carried out her 
belief with a 13-year study of family 
history. é 

Mrs. Browning, an Upland 
resident, worked for a number of 
years to compile the family history 
and then returned to college through 
the Pitzer College New Resources. 
Program in order to find out what 
was being done with family histories 
in the academic world. 

Researching family genealogies 
and tracing family trees is 
increasingly popular, but, Mrs. 
Browning said, ‘I’ve seen too many 
people just collect facts — births, 
death, marriage dates — but they 
never did anything with it. The 
stories are what make family 
history meaningful.”’ 

“T’ve always liked history, but it 
is geared toward the big happenings. 
The everyday people are really the 
ones who made history, but we don’t 
hear much about how the everyday 
person coped,’’ she said. 

Mrs. Browning used her theory of 
history to reveal the effects of 
Swedish King Gustavus Adolphus 
and the 30 Years War. Christopher 
Springer, an ancestor of her 
husband’s, had served at the 
Swedish court for ‘many years 
before his son Charles came to the 
American colonies. 

Presenting parallel biographies of 
Springer and Gustavus Adolphus 
provided a more personal, more 
interesting paper that revealed the 
effects of: the religious war on 
ordinary citizens, she commented. 

Hopefully, her own descendants — 


grandchildren, great- 
grandchildren, great- great- 
grandchildren — will use her 


volumes of family history to make 
history more meaningful, she said 
and noted family ancestors lived 
during the American Revolution and 
had been acquainted with famous 
figures such as George W 

and lawyer- politician Henry Clay. 

People without ancestral ties to 
Revolutionary history can also learn 
about the events from the viewpoint 
of the ordinary person by reading 
about someone who did live through 
those times and by studying the 
customs, geography, and economics 
that affected their lives. : 

Mrs. Browning’s 13 years of work, 
and three volumes of stories and 
documents, began in an effort to 
learn the history of. the Kentucky 
farm belonging to her husband’s 
family for 144 years. 

She started her research by 
talking to family members who 
knew a lot about the farm and the 
family, but, said Mrs. Browning, 
most people don’t know family 
history farther back than their 
grandparents unless the information 
is written down. t 

So she began studying land deeds, 
family wills and letters, Bible 
records and local and regional 
history articles. 

Through the years of work she has 
documented the Browning family 
history back to 1689 and has 
information on two or three earlier 
generations which aren’t yet 
connected directly to the known 


Deeds, especially, provide a 
tremendous amount of information, 
she said. Her history includes maps 
which match each deed and show 
how the family’s land was 
purchased, sold, and deeded to other 
family members. 

The successive deeds are clear 
evidence the family gradually 
moved toward the headwaters of the 
Rappannock River as the country 
opened up for settlement, she said 
and added, ‘‘Three generations later 
we find them in a little town called 
Washington,’’ the first town 
surveyed by a 17- year- old surveyor 
who later became the country’s first 
president. 


An interesting part of the family 
history is related to the poorly 
written land laws in early Virginia 
and Kentucky, she said and noted 
Captain Thomas McClanahan, 
related to the Brownings by 
marriage, was involved in court 
cases trying to prove title to his 
land. 

More land had been sold in the 
choice Blue Grass area than 
actually existed so ‘‘hardly one 
person had land without an over-

lapping claim,” and the only way to 
determine who had legal title was 
through court cases, according to 
Mrs. Browning. 

One of the young lawyers who 
flocked into the area was Henry 
Clay who had recently been involved 
in the historic Aaron Burr trial, she 
said and noted, ‘‘The more you go 
into it, the pieces go together and 
you’ve got an interesting story 
rather than just a bunch of 
documents.” 


Tracing family history isn’t all 
exciting discoveries and pieces 
fitting nicely together. Sometimes, 
“you run into deadends where you 
can’t find the documentation linking 
generations,”’ she said. ‘‘You just 
keep looking.” 


The habit of naming children after 
parents or grandparents also 
creates confusion in tracing 
documents because cousins may 
have the same name, she said: The 


family history can include 
‘“‘umpteen Thomases and 
Williams.”
